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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The receipt of the amendment dated June 28, 2005 of the application 10/765,492, 
including cancellation of claims 1-17 and addition of claims 18-25, is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. The applicant's explanation in the "Remarks" sufficiently shows how the figures do show 
an enveloping worm, therefore the objection to the drawings has been withdrawn. 

3. The drawings filed January 27, 2004 are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 18-22 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches an epicyclic gear 
train including a satellite gear in mesh with first and second coaxial gears, wherein the satellite 
gear is an enveloping worm and the first and second gears have an axis of rotation intersecting 
the axis of rotation of the enveloping worm, as required by claim 18. 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches an epicyclic gear 
train including a satellite gear in mesh with first and second coaxial gears, wherein the satellite 
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gear is an enveloping worm and the first and second gears have an axis of rotation parallel to the 
axis of rotation of the enveloping worm, as required by claim 20. 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches an epicyclic gear 
train including two satellite gears and two coaxial gears, wherein the satellite gears are coaxial 
with one another, are both worms , and are in mesh with the two coaxial gears, as required by 
claim 22 (corresponds to original claim 6).
